Laymen Voice 
An Old-Fashioned Slayonet p in io n s Before 
Still Good War Weapon 


IN KOREA, Feb. 14—An old­ 
fashioned weapon termed obso­ 
lete in Army training schools— 
the bayonet—has become an im­ 
plement of practical and psycho­ 
logical value in 
the 
hands 
of 
American infantrymen of the at­ 
omic era. 
Bayonet charlies straight out 
of the storied past have blos­ 
somed into something *)f a fad 
among doughfeet in the crack 
25th Division, although 
their 
higher officers still take a dim 
View of the technique. Official­ 
ly, that is. 
On the 
practical 
side,

realize that bayonet - t o t i n g 
troops are likely to have good 
morale while at the same time 
spreading terror among enemy 
soldiers exposed to their cold 
steel. 
The most spectacular exploit 
along this line was the bayonet 
charge of Easy Company of the

Millett him­ 
self is a big. be-mustached sold­ 
ier right out of tile pages of a 
historical novel. His infatuation 
with the ancient bayonet as an 
instrument of modern combat is 
one of the great love affairs of 
the Korean war,

BI T EASY COMPANY’S as­ 
sault—which killed 147 counted 
Chinese via bayonet and gunfire 
before it had spent its force— 
w as only the most exciting ex­ 
am ple of 
a 
rapidly spreading 
vogue. The steel-tipped charge 
sent historians into the record 
books in search of past prece­ 
dents and 
their 
research 
un­ 
earthed some provocative data. 
Millett and his men probably 
accounted for the greatest 
toll 
by means of the bayonet of any 
American outfit since the Revo­ 
lutionary War, according to the 
historians. The last world war 
provides a basis of comparison. 
So far as the archives disclosed, 
only one 
bayonet 
charge 
was 
m ade by American infantry dur­ 
ing the whole Euopean war and 
this only accounted for 
three 
known dead.
